Will Waller, of the Sedalia Print­ 
ing company, is no spring chicken, 
according to the St. Joseph Gazette, 
on which paper he is said to have 
held cases in 1861— thirty-two years 
ago. 
The Gazette says: 
Ed Snow, the present state printer 
of Kansas, did not stand well with 
the St. 
Joseph compositors in the 
early days, and Will Waller, late 
editor of the Council Grove Repub­ 
lican, tells the following, which il­ 
lustrates the case: 
“ In the winter of 1861 he (Wal­ 
ler) held cases 011 the St. Joseph 
Gazette, when that paper was run 
by Pfouts & Cundiff, with Charles 
M. Thompson, who is now deputy 
circuit clerk of Buchanan county, 
as foreman. 
“ Times were very dull; it 
was 
during the year of wildcat currency, 
and when the printers were paid off 
they would take their shin plasters 
to the banks and exchange them at 
a large discount for silver.” 
“ Subs were very scarce, ami it 
was almost next to an impossibility 
for a compositor to get a layoff. 
One of the boys received a telegram 
one day announcing the serious ill­ 
ness of his mother, who lived up in 
Andrew county, near Savannah. 
“ Not liking to break away with­ 
out leaving some one on his cases, 
he searched the city diligently and 
only succeeded in finding one idle 
man, Ed Snow, who was then about 
19 or 20 years old. 
“ He reported with his man lo 
the foreman, but was tolct as Ed 
had once held cases in the office, 
and owing to his avaricious desire 
to catch all the fat takes and hoard 
up all sorts in his pockets, he was 
not an eligible sub m that office. 
“ But as this was a case of emer­ 
gency, Charley said he would talk 
to the boys and if they would agree 
to work with him it would be all 
right.
